MENLO PARK, SAN MATEO COUNTY, CALIFORNIA, 


Final Incorporation 
Hearing Next Monday 


Final action in calling an election 
for the incorporation of Menlo Park 
will be take by the board of super- 
visors next Monday. At a hearing in 
the matter last Monday Attorney Jos 
B. Gordon, representing the petition- 
ers, presented a revised map, prepat- 
ed by County Engineer Geo. Kneese, 
showing the new boundaries of the 
proposed municipality, eliminating 
certain parcels of land over ten acres 
in area. Attorney Gordon and District 
Attorney Swart, the legal adviser of 
the board, explained that in view of 
recent decisions of the court this land 
could not legally be included in the 
proposed incorporation without the 
request of the owners. 

Additional protest to their land be- 
ing included in the proposed munici- 
pality were filed by Attorney Hall © 
Ross in behalf of J. 5. MvClymond 
and Mr. and Mrs. S. Enten. 

George Walsh addressed the board 
urging that all of the protested land 
be included and suggested that the 
entire matter be laid over for one 
week in order to secure the consent 
of some of the property owners. J. J. 
Harcom, Frank R. Cain, Mrs. Emma 
Stribling, and Miss Emma _ Kimball 
all urged, however, that immediate 
action be taken in calling the elect- 
ion, they favoring the exclusion of all 
disputed acreage holdings. 

Chairman Poole stated that it was 
the desire of the members of the 
board to give the people of Menlo 
Park what they wanted, and as most 
of those present seemed to desire im- 
mediate action, it would be well to 
decide the question at once. A reso- 
lution was thereupon adopted, on 
motion of Supervisor Brown, second- 
ed by Superviso rHickey, setting the 
final hearing for next Monday at 16 
o'clock, 

It is urged by those working on eht 
incorporation matter that all who 
possibly can be in attendance at the 
meeting Monday.

The cost of living should drop ma- 
terially in California during the next 
three months if prices quoted the 
state by wholesale houses may be 
taken as a criterion, according to 
State Purchasing Agent W. G. Mc- 
Millin. On the whole the quotations 
for the new quarters were lower than 
three months ago, McMillin said, al- 
though prices were higher for meats 
and a few other articles of food. 

Gold that promises to develop into 
the West’s richest strike in recent 
years has been discovered in the 
Piute Mountains, 260 miles east of Los 
Angeles. The discovers of the ledge 
are Henry Mulheisen, veteran desert 
prospector, and Mark Pettit, who has 
sold his interest. Assays from the dia- 
covery shaft show a gold content in 
quartz ranging from $179 to $800 a 
ton. The ledge has been opened at 
two points 300 feet apart, samples 
equally rich at both shafts and indi- 
cates great depth. 

Population of the State penitentiary 
at San Quentin decreased by 17 in the 
month of September, according to fig- 
ures made public last week. On Sep- 
tember 1 the total population was 38,- 
793. Of these, 98 are women. “First 
termers” number 3,325 men and 82 
women. At Folsom prison, the 2,074 
inmates are all men and all are at 
least “two time losers.” Five men now 
in prison are under death sentence. 
Date of execution has been set for 
one; the others are awaiting appeals. 
The total of “life termers” includes 
251 men and seven women. 

Nearly 100,000 persons entered Cali- 
fornia by automobile during August 
of this year, according to reports of 
the first actual count of passengers 
In motor vehicles crossing the state’s 
borders. The statistics were gath- 
ered by the State Department of Ag- 
riculture reports the California State 
Automobile Association and they show 
that a total of 99,657 passengers were 
counted in 83,572 motor cars coming 
over all roads entering the state dur- 
jing August. This first count in the 
state’s history of the number of pas- 
sengers in incoming tourists’ care 
was made at the various border sta- 
tions maintained by the state’s agri- 
cultural department. 

A falling off of nearly 200 in the 
number of marriage licenses issued 
in San Francisco for September last,

Building reports for the months of 
September by Building Inspector J. 
R. Shields revealed last week that 
Sacramento’s total is approximately 
$1,500,000 greater this year than for 
the game date a year ago. New pro- 
jects valued at $393,993.75 were started 
during September swelling the total 
for the year to $7,902,238.08. Last 
year’s total at this time was $6,408,- 
650.50. Two hundred and sixty-four 
permits were issued during September, 
the total fees collected being $1,768.02. 
No permits for big projects were is- 
sued, the bulk of the building being 
confined to dwellings. Forty-eight 
single family dwellings were started 
at a total cost of $199,474. 

Despite quiet periods in several 
basic industries, California’s net in- 
dustrial income increased 418 per cent 
between 1919 and 1925, according to 
figures made public by the California 
Development Association’s research 
department. The figures show that 
the state’s net income from agricul- 
ture, lumbering, fishery products, 
mineral and manufactures was $2,- 
147,501,000, as compared with $513,- 
657,000 in 1909. Agricultural income 
net increased more than 300 per cent 
to $654,299,000, minerals 600 per cent 
to $434,520,000, lumbering 350 per cent 
to $72,815,000, fishery products 1,700 
per cent to $17,878,000, and the net 
Income of manufactures added as the 
result of manufacturing of raw prod- 
ucts, jumped about 425 per cent to a 
total in 1925 of $968,064,000. 

“Heavy drinking” is more prevalent 
in California today than it was in 1918 
and the death toll charged up to acute 
alcoholism is soaring toward pre-pro- 
hibition levels, L. E. Ross, chief of 
the state bureau of vital statistics, 
declared in an analysis of alcoholic 
mortality reports. The number of 
deaths from alcoholism, from the sta- 
tistical standpoint, is a true index to 
the number of people who are drink- 
ing to excess, asserted Ross, Judged 
from the mortality tables, there is 
more excessive drinking now under 
complete prohibition than in 1918, 
when we had only partia! prohibition.

Constant increase in the prosperity 
of California was evidenced last week 
in an announcement by State Con- 
troller Ray L. Riley at Sacramento, 
placing the assessed value of property 
in the State at $7,647,607 for this year, 
a gain of $482,567,663 over last year. 
The actual value of California proper- 
ty however, is about $15,000,000,000, 
Riley said and the gain for the year 
about $1,000,000,000, as the assess- 
ments represent only about 60 per 
cent of true valuation. The total re- 
ported on by the controller includes 
all real estate, improvements, money 
and solvent credits in the State’s fifty- 
eight counties. 

All previous records in California 
for veterans’ homes and farms fin- 
anced by the veteans’ welfare board 
were broken during September, when 
215 farms and homes were financed. 
This represents a total investment of 
$1,022,700. The purchases were di- 
vided almost evenly between the north- 
ern and southern portions of the state, 
the allocations being $561,000 and 
$441,800, respectively. The San Fran- 
cisco Bay section investments repre- 
sent a total of $382,750. Farms and 
homes purchased by the state for 
World War veterans were brought to 
a total of 3,526, costing $16,592,200, 
by the September investments. 

Why should California’s women 
criminals live in idleness at San Quen- 
tin prison while good housewives toil 
and spin? Mrs. Anna L. Saylor, chief 
of the State department of social ser- 
vice, and only woman in the puberna- 
torial cabinet of nine, put this ques- 
tion up to Governor O. C. Young and 
‘he eight men directors at the regular 
monthly cabinet meeting called by the 
State executive last week. “The wo- 
men prisoners should be self-support- 
ing,” the woman director maintained, 
“and the department of social service 
is prepared to make a survey of the 
conditions at the State penitentiary 
with a view to installing some indus- 
try there for the 100 or more women 
inmates,” 

What is described as “one of the 
most important fossil finds ever made 
in California,” has been unearthed in 
asphalt beds at Carpinteria, near San- 
ta Barbara, it was announced last 
week by University of California ex- 
perts. R. W. Chaney of the univer- 
sity’s paleo-botanica! staff and Her- 
bert L. Mason, professor of botany, in- 
spected the new fossil fields. They re- 
port fossils of prehistoric leaves, 
flowers and fruits, as well as many 
kinds of animals and now-extinct 
birds. The fossils are. exceptionally 
well preserved. ==
